It was just supper time for the 
students, and it is thought very 
probable that the list of dead will

Kirksville from the south, some­ 
what west, missing the heart of 
the city by two or three blocks.

Alany students’ families 
dwell in the track of the storm, 
however. 
A complete roadway a quarter 
of a mile wide now lies through the 
town, windswept and with hardly 
a brick or a board to mark where 
homes stood. 
Help has been telegraphed for by 
Alayor Noonan all along the line of 
the Wabash railroad. 
Undertakers 
have telegraphed to St. Louis for 
coffins. 
A subscription has been 
started for the destitute and suffer­ 
ing, and outside help will be sorely 
needed.

A letter received at Paris, Mo., 
yesterday from D. M. Fields, who 
went from Paris to Alask a last 
spring, 
emphatically 
contradicts 
the recent reports of fabu lou s finds 
of gold along the Koyu k u k river. 
The letter contains a good deal of 
information, and is as follows : 


B e r g m a n C i t y , Alask a, Feb. 2. 
— W e are now located at Bergman 
City, on the Koyu k u k river, five 
miles north of the Arctic Circle, 
near the site of old Arctic City, 
W hen we arrived, on September 
12, there was not a hou se within 
500 miles of this place, bu t before 
winter had set in several hu ndred 
gold-seek ers had 
stak ed 
claims 
along the river. 
W e located sev­ 
eral claims near Bergman, 
and 
twenty-nine more on the Allen- 
k acet river, 120 miles north. 
All 
throu gh the winter, prospecting 
has been going on from one end of 
the Koyu k u k river to the othe r; 
and the stories of fabu lou s deposits 
of gold that lu red u s into this re­ 
gion have tu rned ou t to be fabrica­ 
tions. 
W hen I say prospecting, I 
mean that 500 men in this vicinity 
have been work ing hard every day, 
sink ing holes to bedrock . 
A few months ago we were lu red 
in this desolate waste and 
bore 
hardships that try m en’s 
sou ls, 
bu t today we are preparing to be­ 
gin the long jou rney back to the 
states, empty-handed. 
The pros­ 
pectors all tell the same story. 
W ithou t an exception they have 
fou nd nothing except a few ‘‘col­ 
ors.” 
M any of them are brok en­ 
hearted, brok en in health and w ith­ 
ou t means to retu rn home. 
God 
only k nows what will become of 
some of them, for there is no pos­ 
sible chance to earn a dollar here. 
Going down to bedrock is a long 
and tediou s job here, bu t inch by 
inch hu ndreds of prospect holes 
have been thawed and excavated; 
and withou t a find in a single in­ 
stance. 
From newspaper clippings sent 
here from the states we learn that 
this section is being advertised as 
very rich in gold. 
It is false. 
M any of those who exhibit nu ggets 
to prove the richness of this part of 
Alask a procu red them at Dawson 
City, or in the United States, and 
their object is to create another 
stampede into Alask a. 
To those who expect to come to 
this section I will say that they 
will find plenty» of cabins u noc­ 
cu pied and all they will have to do 
will be to pu ll the latch strings, 
walk in and tak e possession, for 
not a single man in this district ex­ 
pects to remain another winter. In 
all propability, there is gold in this 
part of Alask a, bu t on accou nt of 
the terrible amou nt of work and 
capital necessary to develop a mine 
u p here even after it has been lo­ 
cated, very few will pay the owner 
for his ou tlay. 
First, you have to 
discover the gold, and 9 9 9 ou t of 
every 1,000 fail in this, and old 
miners say this part of Alask a is 
the most difficu lt part of the globe 
in which to prospect. 
In su mmer 
it is impossible to go anywhere, 
except down stream, and the gold 
is always u p stream, so that the 
gold-seek er mu st wait till winter 
before he can travel overland or 
work . 
All the mining mu st be 
done in the winter by thawing the 
grou nd and it tak es a cord of wood 
to soften the grou nd to a depth of 
twelve inches. 
The health of the prospectors is 
remark ably good, with the excep­ 
tion of cases of scu rvy, of which 
twenty-one are reported from Peav- 
ey, forty miles above B ergm an; 
fifteen at Arctic and two at this 
place— all cau sed by eating im­ 
properly cook ed food. 
All cf we Missou ri boys have lo­ 
cated and stak ed a cak e of ice 
apiece on the Koyu k u k , and are 
ready to move homeward when the 
rise comes. 
W e have learned from 
experience that all the great gold 
fields located on the maps of the 
railroad and steamship companies 
are not located by those who go 
ou t to work them. 


The Versailles Statesman thu s 
refers to the meeting held there a 
week ago today in the interest of 
the St. Lou is, Kansas City and 
Colorado railway : 
Last Friday evening a bu siness 
meeting of ou r citizens was held at 
the opera hou se at 3 o'clock . 
vSev- 
eral speeches were made by gentle­ 
men present and each sneak er ex­ 
pressed the belief that the people 
along the rou te wou ld readily grant 
the right of way. 
It is reported that between tlie 
Morgan cou nty line and Union, 
where they have been at work se­ 
cu ring the right of way, that little 
or no opposition to the grant is en­ 
cou ntered. 
By the last of this week or the 
first of next the two su rveying 
corps now at work will reach M or­ 
gan cou nty. 
The proposed road is 
su pposed to pass along what is 
k nown as the Emerson su rvey, this 
being the only su rvey ever filed or 
officially recognized in this part of 
the cou nty. 
Mr. Bolte and Mr. Mitchell both 
pointed ou t the tru th that now is 
ou r time to act if we want this rail­ 
road. 
The fact was pointed ou t that if 
the Missou ri Pacific road shou ld 
bu y the sixty-five miles of this road 
between St. Lou is and Union the 
chances for u s to secu re a road from 
this direction wou ld be forever 
closed. 
If the right-of-way for the 
extension of this road from Union 
is not granted the sixty-five miles 
already bu ilt will either be tak en 
u p or sold to the Missou ri Pacific.
